In claim 1, line 14, "." has been replaced with —the optical pressure sensor comprising an optical 
emitter and an optical detector disposed on opposite sides of a section of the infusion set.—. 
In claim 10, line 2, "comprises an optical emitter and an optical detector disposed adjacent the 
central pump engaging portion of the feeding set for optically monitoring pressure within the 
infusion set." has been replaced with --is configured to monitor the change in size of the infusion 
set tubing due to changes in pressure within the tubing.—. 

In claim 92, line 5, — , at least one protrusion configured to inhibit movement of the monitoring 

portion- has been added after "portion". 

In claim 111, line 2, -is- has been added after "emitter". 

In claim 111, line 3, "an optical detector" has been replaced with -wherein the optical detector 
is-. 
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This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 12-15, 91, and 
97-103 to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 12-15, 91, and 97-103 
been cancelled. 

The above amendments to the claims have been made to overcome a potential prior art 
rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11, 16-35, 92-96, and 104-147 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 1- 
11, 110-116, and 146, the prior art of record does not disclose an infusion set having an optical 
pressure sensor comprising an optical detector and an optical emitter disposed on opposite sides 
of the infusion set. Regarding claims 16-35, 92-96, 104-108, 1 17-143, and 147, the prior art of 
record does not disclose an infusion set having protrusions are flanges disposed on the infusion 
set tubing for inhibiting movement of at least a portion of the infusion set. Regarding claims 
109, 144, and 145, he prior art of record does not disclose in infusion set comprising an infusion 
set having a sample cell comprising an optical emitter and an optical detector wherein the optical 
detector receives a first, a second, and a third amount of light.
